PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(rom our own Correspondent.) 

We have charming weather, and immense bustle in the suburbs 
bordering on the Chaussée Dantin among the counts, barons, &c., 
of that aristocratic quarter, who are preparing for trips to their 
proprietés inthe Midi. Our popular President has also been on 
the wing. On Sunday morning at four o’clock he left Paris with 
the intent of distributing colours to the different battalions of the 
National Guard of the department of the Aube. He was accom- 
panied by M. Odillon Barrot, his aide-de-camp, and by Edgar 
Ney, and three other orderly officers. He arrived at Melun before 
seven o’clock, where a special train was ready to carry him on to 
Troyes. At the entrance of Melunhe was received by M. Demeufve, 
the prefect ; by General Valdener, commandant of the subdivision 
ofthe Seine et Marne; by the mayor, and the other civil and mili- 
tary authorities. At seven precisely the train took its departure 
from Melun, and stoppedat Moret, Montereau, Ormes, and Ro- 
milly, at each of which stations he received the National Guards of 
their respective districts, drawn up along the railroad. At Mon- 
tereau he stopped some time to view the plateau from which the 
Emperor, with the artillery of the ‘guard, fired grapeshot upon the 
corps of the Prince of Wurtemburg in 1814; and the bridge by which 
the enemy retreated, and then endeavoured to blowup. An old 
soldier of the Empire attended and explained to the President all the 
details of that battle. At twenty minutes past eleven the train 
reached Troyes, where the prefect, M. Desvaux, the mayor, and all 
thé mettibers of the municipal council, were in waiting to receive 
it. The prefect addressed the President, expressing the gatifica- 
tion of the town on this occasion, and reminding him that Champagne 
had been greatly devoted to the Emperor, of which feeling it had 

iven & tharked proof by its vote on the 10th of December (the 
élection Of the President). After returning thanks for the warm 
receptidti piven to him, the President mounted his horse, and 
reviewed the National Guards, who weredrawn up in line on the 


old ramparts of the town in seventy-five battalions, amounting to at

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MONTHLY BOUQUET. 


The lovely month of May comes upon us 
with its lap so full of flowers that we are 
embarrassed in our choice, from the very 
beauty and the number which present them- 
selves to us. Not only is every meadow 
“carpeted” with Flora’s charms, but every 
bank, stream-side, and copse is equally 
adorned, and the eye is almost bewildered 
with bright colours and lovely forms. The 
garden parterre, the greenhouse, and the 
conservatory are alike gay with varied hues, 
and rich with nature’s jewels. First of these 
we mention is the tulip— 

** Flaunting in gaudy array.” 
This belongs to the natural order of Tulipacee, 
and is the well-known and much-loved occu- 
pant of the humble cottage garden, as well 
as in that of the noblest mansion. The Tulipa 
sylvestris is an indigenous plant, but of some 
rarity, and is greatly prized in the herbarium 
of the English botanist. It is of a rich yellow, 
and very fragrant, The highly-valued garden 
specimens are varieties of the Tulipa Ges- 
neriana, which derives its specific name from 
Gesner, who first described the plant, which 
is a native of the Levant. No plant has ever 
been the subject of so much speculation, and 
the cause of such extreme extravagance, as 
the tulip; and this mania raged the wildest 
among the Dutch—a people whose general 
character is that of caution and economy. 
Tulip-growing was to them at one time such 
an engrossing object of pursuit that enormous 
sums of money were expended by them on 
the cultivation and sale of this flower. To 
give some idea of the wanton folly of the 
passion, we may mention that a portion of 
the root of one, called ‘* Admiral Leifkin,”’ 
scarcely weighing a grain, cost upwards of 
£300; and a bit of another, named ‘‘ Semper 
Augustus,” half that sum. Of this last it 
once happened that there were only two roots 
to be had—the one at Amsterdam, the other 
at Haarlem. For one of these there was 
offered more than £300, a new carriage, two 
grey horses, and acompletesuit of harness ; and 
other persons offered twelve acres of land. 
These divided bulbs of rare tulips became the 
source of a regular scheme of gambling, and 
reached to such a height that the Govern- 
ment found it necessary to interfere. Even

The culture of the tulip requires constant attention, and it is 
generally five years before the seedlings flower. The florists’ 
tulips should have cup-shaped flowers, round at the base; the 
ground colour inside the flowers ought to be quite clear and 
bright in the centre; and all the marks should appear sharply 
cut and distinct. 

MINIONETTE — Reseda odorata (Resedacee) —is too well 
known to all to need much notice; without beauty in appear- 
ance, but the darling of all from the almost unrivalled sweet- 
ness of its fragrance. It grows without any trouble, and, if 
left undisturbed, will sow, of its own accord, a continual supply 
of seeds, so that the bud will not need renewing. 

Dovstt And Sinete Srocks—Mathiolo incana (Crucifere). 
Ten-week stocks are annuals only, and cannot bear comparison 
with the rich biennial known by the name of ‘‘ The Brompton 
Stock.’’ These, when carefully treated, have been known to 
have spikes of flowers from eighteen inches to two feet long. 

Tur HrartseasE— Viola tricolor ( Violacee)—one of the great 
favourites of the common people, and which has received such 
a variety of names, has of late become an important florists’ 
flower, and great pains have been taken to increase the size of 
the. petals, and the distinctness and brilliancy of the colours. 
All frequenters of flower-shows cannot fail of having been 
struck with the vast difference between the simple wild native 
of the corn-field and its pampered brother. : 

ANEMONE — Anemone coronaria (Ranunculacee). All the 
splendid varieties of these plants which we see in gardens 
spring from three species—that mentioned above, A. stellata, 
and A, hortensis. They were 
formerly much and carefully 
cultivated, but the capricious 
passion of the florist of the 
present day has ceased to care 
for the once prime favourite, 
and is lavished upon more 
showy, but less beautiful,

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No. 17.—BOLDRE CHURCH, 
HAMPSHIRE. 

The village of Boldre, on the 
borders of the New Forest, in 
Hampshire, contains nothing in 
itself peculiarly deserving of no- 
tice; but the traveller who visits 
the pleasant town of Lymington, 
from which Boldre is about two 
miles distant, may be induced 
to stroll towards the village 
church, on learning that it was 
for above twenty years the scene 
of the pastoral labours of the late 
Rev. William Gilpin, a man who 
deserves to be held in remem- 


in 1748. He kept the grammar-school at Cheam, in Surrey, 
many years after entering into orders; and was presented to 
the living at Boldre by his former pupil, William Mitford, Esq., 
author of ‘‘ The History of Greece.’’ He relinquished his 
school in favour of his youngest son, and removed to the 
parsonage at Vicar’s Hill, in 1788. He employed the profits 
of his pen and pencil to found two parish schools for twenty 
boys and girls, who are clothed and educated according to the 
directions of the founder: the boys being taught reading, writing, 
and the first rules of arithmetic; and the girls to read, knit or spin, 
sew, and mend their own clothes. He died in 1804, and was buried 
in Boldre. Churchyard, having chosen his own resting-place amidst 
the scenes he so much loved and so well described. . A plain tomb 
marks the grave, in which are deposited the remains of Mr. Gilpin 
and his wife (who died in 1807, aged 82), on which is inscribed the 
following simple memorial, written by himself :— 

‘In a quiet mansion beneath this stone, secured from the 
afflictions and, what is still more dangerous, the enjoyments of life, 
le the remains of William Gilpin, some time vicar of this parish; 
together with the remains of Margaret, his wife. After living 
above fifty years in happy union, they hope to be raised in God’s

The feeling a 
mother experiences when she has 
eradicated the faults of a wilful child 
and rendered him worthy, may alone 
be compared to that which I feel on 
marking, every day, every hour, the 
happy change I have wrought in my 
husband. Yes, if I won him unfairly 
—and often do I blush at the recol- 
lection—I will at all events discharge 
the duties of a faithful wife, and so 
atone for my past faults. James was 
meant by nature to be good, and was 
only rendered selfish and unreason- 
able by the foolish indulgence of his 
mother, and weak compliance with 
her folly by his father. Let the task 
be mine to render him a useful and 
honourable member of society, and 
to watch over his welfare and /happi- 
ness.” 

When Mr. Hunter proposed buying 
a house in London for the young 
pair, Honor earnestly entreated him 
not to think of it for, at least, some 
years. ‘* James,’’ said she, ‘ has 
pledged himself to devote some time 
to serious studies, to fit him for en- 
tering Parliament with credit to him-

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, Lord Brougham again 
called the attention of the House to the fact that the Financial 
Minister of the Revolutionary Government at Rome had left that 
city with the avowed intention of raising money by the sale-of the 
inestimable works of art in the Vatican. He hoped, after what 
had been said'on the subject, that this scheme would meet with no 
encouragement in England. 

On Tuesday, Lord Brougham proceeded to draw the attention of 
the House to legislation with respect to railways, to the mania of 
speculation which they originated, and to the mismanagement which 
had’ been exposed.—The. Marquis of Lansdowne, on behalf of her 
Majesty’s Government, observed that they were fully impressed 
with the grave importance of the subject, and felt that the time 
had‘arrived when steps must be taken to prevent a recurrence of 
the system so graphically described by the-noble and learned’ lord.— 
Lord Monteagle thanked the Government for their proffered sup- 
port to his measure, but should infinitely prefer that the subject 
should be taken up by them.—Lord Brougham thought the bill’s 
passing might be rendered’ more secure by its introduction as 
a Government measure:

She left the former port on the 18th, and the latter on 
the 20th ult. She-brings 114 passengers, and makes her passage, 
including her run into Halifax, in a little more than eleven days 
from Boston.—There is further news from California, but not of 
an important character.

She brings 45 passengers and the 
following on freight :—48,986 dols. in silver dols.; gold coin and 
bars, value 400,965 dols., of which 100,000 dols. are Californian gold 
from Lima, at which city it had been melted into bars; bars of 
silver, value 361,948 dols.; British coin, value £308; platina, value

her children, grown-up young men. It appears that at the foot of 
White Hart-hill, in the parish of Guestling, resided, up to last Sep- 
tember, a hard-working man, named Richard Geering, and his wife, 
with five grown-up sons, two daughters, and four younger children. 
The father, who belonged to a ‘benefit society held at the White 
Hart, died on the 18th of September last, at the age of 56. The 
sudden manner of his death gave rise to a belief that the man had 
died from a disease of the heart, and he was buried in the parish 
churchyard, the prisoner receiving at the time £6 from the club. 
On the 27th of December one of the sons, aged 21, named George, 
died from what was supposed to'be pericarditis and continued fever. 
On the 6th of March another son, named James Geering, also died, 
aged 26. This party was also amember of the same benefit society 
that his father had belonged to. “This son’s death was registered as 
being caused from gastritis. A few weeks since a third son was 
taken ill with violent vomitings. He was attended by the same 
surgeon, but circumstances arose which induced a desire that 
another surgeon should be called in, which was done, and, the 
medical men having prescribed, the son recovered,and contemplated 
going to work again. Having so far recovered, no further notice 
was taken of him by the medical men, until Mr. Ticehurst, the 
surgeon, received information that the son was again seized with 
vomiting. He immediately proceeded to the house, and, on 
examining the matter the son had brought off ‘his stomach, ‘he 
detected the presence of arsenic. The coroner having been informed 
of the suspicions that led to the death of the husband and two sons, 
that functionary at once gave orders for the’ three bodies to be 
exhumed, which was accordingly done last week, and .a jury 
assembled and were sworn in. The jury then proceeded to the 
churchward, where the several coffinswere opened, and the stomachs 
and intestines of the deceased were removed for the:purpose of being 
submitted to Professor Taylor for the application ofthe proper tests. 
The bodies were afterwards buried, and the jury bound over to 
appear again when the analysis is complete. The whole of the 
intestines and stomachs were in a remarkable state of preservation.

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LITERATURE. 


OUR LIBRARY CHAIR, 
Personal History, &c., of David Copperfield the Younger. By 
harles Dickens. Bradbury and Evans, 

May brings us glorious weather, and a new book from the pen 
of Mr. Dickens, to which there is but this drawback, that we 
must lay down each successive number with regret that the 
others are not before us. This, at all events, has been the case 
with the author’s prior works; and it is so with respect to the 
first number of ‘‘ David Copperfield.” For market purposes, 
however, the mode of monthly publication is approved, and 
we cannot have everything, 

Perhaps some of Mr. Dickens’s stories have started better 
than the one before us, but there is here enough to make the 
reader wish for more. It is truly the work of “ Boz’’; and re- 

lete with his exquisite humour and feeling. Take the follow- 
ing passages, for instance, and note the triumphant death of the 
prizeholder :— 


‘¢T was born with a caul, which was advertised for sale in the 
newspapers at the low price of fifteen guineas. Whether sea-going 
people were short of money about that time, or were short of faith 
and preferred cork-jackets, I don’t know; ail I know is, that there 
was but one solitary bidding, and that was from an attorney con- 
nected with the bill-broking business, who offered two pounds in 
cash, and the balance in sherry, but declined to be guaranteed 
from drowning on any higher bargain. Consequently the adver- 
tisement was withdrawn at a dead loss, for as to sherry, my poor 
dear mother’s own sherry was in the market then, and ten years 
afterwards the caul was put up in a raffle down in our part of the 
country to fifty members at half-a-crown a head, the winner to 
spend five shillings. I was present myself, and I remember to have 
felt quite uncomfortable and confused at a part of myself being 
disposed of in that way. The caul was won, I recollect, by an old 
lady with a hand-basket, who, very reluctantly, produced from it 
the stipuated five shillings, all in halfpence, and twopence half- 
penny short, as it took an immense time and a great waste of arith- 
metic to endeavour without any effect to prove to her. It is a fact 
which will be long remembered as remarkable down there, that she 
was never drowned, but died triumphantly in bed at ninety-two.” 


We cannot sufficiently praise the newness and beauty of the 
thought which immediately follows :— 

*‘ T was born at Blunderstone, in Suffolk, or ‘ thereby,’ as they 
say in Scotland. Iwas a posthumous child. My father’s eyes had 
closed upon the light of this world six months when mine opened 
onit. There is something strange to me, even now, in the reflec- 
tion that he never saw me; and something stranger yet in the 
shadowy remembrance that I have of my first childish associations 
with his white gravestone in the churchyard, and of the indefinable 
compassion I used to feel for it lying out alone there in the dark 
night, when our little parlour was warm and bright with fire and 
candle, and the doors of our house were—almost cruelly, it seemed 
to me sometimes—bolted and locked against it.” 

Of David’s early reminiscences we make the following 
extract :— 

‘‘ Looking back, as I was saying, into the blank of my infancy, 
the first objects I can remember as standing out by themselves from 
a confusion of things are my mother and Peggotty. What else do 
Iremember? Let me see. 

“ There comes out of the cloud our house—not new to me, but 
quite familiar in its earliest remembrance. On the ground-floor is 
Peggotty’s kitchen, opening into a back yard; with a pigeon-house 
on apole in the centre, without any pigeons in it; a great dog- 
kennel in a corner, without any dog; and a quantity of fowls that 
look terribly tall to me, walking about in a menacing and ferocious 
manner. ‘There is one cock who gets upon a post to crow, and 
seems to take particular notice of me as I look at him through the 
kitchen-window, who makes me shiver, he is so fierce. Of the geese 
outside the side-gate who come waddling after me with their long 
necks stretched out when I go that way, I dream at night: as a 
man environed by wild beasts might dream of lions. 

** Here is a long passage—what an enormous perspective I make 
of it !—leading from Peggotty’s kitchen to the front door. A dark 
store-room opens out of it, and that is a place to be run past at 
night; for I don’t know what may be among those tubs, and jars, and 
old tea-chests, when there is nobody in there with a dimly-burning 
light, letting a mouldy air come out at the door, in which there is 
the smell of soap, pickles, pepper, candles, and coffee, all at one 
whiff. Then there are the two parlours: the parlour in which we 
sit of an evening, my mother and I and Peggotty—for Peggotty is 
quite our companion when her work is done and we are alone; and 
the best parlour where we sit on a Sunday-—grandly, but not so 
comfortably. There issomething of adoleful air about that room 
to me, for Peggotty has told me—I don’t know when, but appa- 
rently ages ago—about my father’s funeral, and the company 
having their black cloaks put on. One Sunday night my mother 
reads to Peggotty and me in there how Lazarus was raised up from 
the dead. And I amso frightened that they are afterwards obliged 
to take me out of bed and show me the quiet churchyard out of the 
bedroom window, with the dead all lying in their graves at rest 
below the solemn moon. 

‘‘ There is nothing half so green that I3know anywhere as the 
grass of that churchyard; nothing half so shady as its trees; 
nothing half so quiet as its tombstones. The sheep are feeding 
there when I kneel up, early in the morning, in my little bed ina 
closet within my mother’s room, to look out at it; and I see the red 
light shining on the sundial, and think within myself, ‘ Is the sun- 
dial glad, I wonder, that it can tell the time again ?” 

‘“‘ Here is our pew in the church. What a high-backed pew! 
With a window near it, out of which our house can be seen, and is 
seen many times during the morning’s service by Peggotty, who 
likes to make herself as sure as she can that it’s not being robbed, 
or is not in flames. But, though Peggotty’s eye wanders, she is 
much offended if mine does, and frowns to me, as I stand upon the 
seat, that I am to look at the clergyman. But I can’t always look 
at him—TI know him without that white thing on, and I am afraid of 
his wondering why I stare so, and perhaps stopping the service to 
inquire, and what am I to do> It’s a dreadful thing to gape, but I 
must do something. I look at my mother, but she pretends not to 
see me. I look at a boy in the aisle, and e makes faces at me. I 
look at the sunlight coming in at the open door through the porch, 
and there I see a stray sheep—I don’t mean a sinner, but mutton— 
half making up his mind to come into the church. I feel that if 1 
looked at him any longer I might be tempted to say something out 
loud; and what would become of me then! I look up at the 
monumental tablets on the wall, and try to think of Mr. Bodgers, 
late of this parish, and what the feelings of Mrs. Bodgers must 
have been when affliction sore, long time Mr. Bodgers bore, and 
physicians were in vain. I wonder whether they called in Mr, 
Chillip, and he was in vain; and, ifso, how he likes to be reminded 
of it once a week. I look from Mr. Chillip, in his Sunday neck- 
cloth, to the pulpit; and think what a good place it would be to 
play in, and what a castle it would make, with another boy coming 
up the stairs to attack it, and having the velvet cushion with the 

tassels thrown down on his head. In time my eyes gradually shut 
up; and, from seeming to hear the clergyman singing a drowsy 
song in the heat, I hear nothing until I fall off the seat with a 
crash, and am taken out, more dead than alive, by Peggotty. 
“ And now J see the outside of our house, with the latticed bed- 
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room-windows standing open to let in the sweet-smelling air, and 
the ragged old rooks’ nests still dangling in the elm-trees at the 
bottom of the front garden. Now Iam in the garden at the back, 
beyond the yard where the empty pigeon-house and dog-kennel are 
—a very preserve of butterflies, as I remember it, with a high 
fence, and a gate and padlock; where the fruit clusters on the 
trees, riper and richer than fruit has ever been since in any other 
garden, and where my mother gathers some in a basket, while I 
stand by, bolting furtive gooseberries, and trying to look unmoved. 
A great wind rises, and the summer is gone ina moment. We are 
playing in the winter twilight, dancing about the parlour, When 
my mother is out of breath and rests herself in an elbow-chair, I 
watch her winding her es curls round her fingers, and straight- 
ening her waist, and nobody knows better than I do that she likes 
to look so well, and is proud of being so pretty.” 


Our readers will perceive from these extracts how great a 
pleasure is in store for them for the next twelvemonth; and 
with this remark we leave them to its enjoyment. 


Introductory Lectures delivered at Queen’s College, London. 
J. W. Parker, West Strand. 

We have already alluded to the important institution at which 
these lectures were delivered ; and we need now only call the 
attention of our fair readers to this little volume, assured that 
it will give a better idea of the advantages offered by the col- 
lege than our space will allow of our doing. 

These are, indeed, the days of progress; and, among the fea- 
tures of the age, none stands more prominently forward than 
the awakening spirit which teaches what is due to woman, 
and how the elevation and the happiness of all humanity is 
best secured in the security of hers. 

We are glad to find that other female colleges are rising up 
in imitation, and to extend the influence of the parent one; 
and we trust that all will pursue the same system of steady, 
orderly investigation and earnest mental discipline carried out 
in this; that the students may be taught not to rest satisfied 
with mere words, the body without the soul, or that smatter- 
ing of surface-knowledge which alone “ puffeth up,” but seck 
to dive for the precious ore whose solid weight will equipoise 
their judgment and their character, preserve alike from weak- 
ness and from folly, capacitate the loving wife for that com- 
panionship which God and nature intended should be hers, 
and the mother for her duties as Heaven’s delegate to train his 
children unto honour here, and to the heritage of saints above. 

Originally intended for the better education of governesses, 
and the amelioration of their condition, it has wisely been 
thrown open to all who may wish to profit by the higher 
grade and wider range of studies which it offers. Among 
these we are happy to see the Latin language pursued to an 
extent that need interfere with no more imperative duty : 
valuable as an assistant to the performance of those other 
duties, valuable as a mental discipline, valuable as an aid to 
the attainment of various modern languages, and particularly 
valuable as an element entering into the composition of our 
own; for, though ‘only one-tenth of the 60,000 words 
which compose our language are of Latin origin, yet they are 
in themselves of great moment and of frequent occurrence, 
and in their roots they are what connect our tongue with 
French, Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese.” We quote from 
the lecturer, 

But were we to give an opinion where all are good we should, 
perhaps, say the lectures we most admire are those on Engiish 
composition, English literature, English language and gram- 
mar, &c. We are, however, truly in the position of the little 
girl who, being asked which she liked§best, papa or mamma, 
answered, ‘‘ Both.’”’ We must, therefore, say we like them ail, 
and cordially recommend them for general perusal.

Her Magesty’s Toeatre.—On Saturday last Jenny Lind 
appeared in ‘‘ Lucia di Lammermoor,” and was never in finer voice. 
Her reception was as triumphant as ever. Her madscene was an 
effort of genius seldom equalled, and completely enraptured the 
audience. Gardoni, who has for some time past been suffering 
under severe indisposition, reappeared upon this occasion in the 
character of Edgardo, and sang with even more than his usual 
sweetness and artistic skill. His malediction was beautifully ren- 
dered, although there was decidedly some want of physical 
force in consequence of his late illness. Coletti was particularly 
good in Enrico—a part which, although not one to shine in, is very 
difficult to portray with judgment. His fine manly style of singing 
was exactly suited to the character, and produced an admirable 
effect. Jenny Lind was recalled at the end of each act, and twice 
after the mad scene. Gardoni was also honoured by a call before 
the curtain. Her Majesty honoured the performance with her 
presence, and joined in the applause bestowed upon Jenny Lind. 
On Tuesday Mile. Parodi appeared for the first time in this country 
as Leonora in “ La Favorita.” We do not admire her efforts in 
this character so highly as we did her impersonation of Norma. 
There is in ‘‘ La Favorita” far less scope for the peculiarly ener- 
getic style of acting which is found in the erring priestess. Her 
best scenes were towards the end, where she listens anxiously as 
Fernando is renewing his holy vows; and in her rapture at hearing 
his declaration of love. Her scena in the third act was loudly 
encored, Gardoni is admirably suited for the character of Fer- 
nando, and sang the music most sweetly, particularly ‘ Una 
Vergine,” and that charming morceau, “‘ Spirto gentil.” As a 
whole we do not imagine ‘La Favorita” will prove very attractive. 
On Thursday Jenny Lind delighted her audience in ‘‘ La Figlia 
del Regimento,” This character, and Amina in “LaSonnam- 
bula,” we always regard as her two finest efforts. ‘The theatre was 
crowded to a fearful degree, and the heat almost unbearable.

Marig, THE InFANT Pranist.—Amongst the fair 
débutantes of the present season, for the patronage and support of 
the musical world, is the infant Marie, a pianist of but six years of 
age. The skill and taste with which this child executes a variety 
of difficult pieces istruly remarkable; and her performance of ‘‘ Non 
piu Mesta’’ cannot fail to afford pleasure to the most fastidious 
judges of music. This interesting and clever child has only been 
seven months under the instruction of Mr. Watson. Her preceptor 
quickly discovered the extraordinary talent of his pupil, and care- 
fully cultivated those ablilities with which nature has so bountifully 
endowed her; the results of which are now daily eliciting applause 
from admiring audiences at the Egyptian-hall. As a songstress, 
Marie also possesses considerable talent; and the juvenile portion 
of her audience are in raptures with ‘ Little Red Riding-hood,” 
which is sung in character, and with a pathos and feeling that 
promises fair for Marie’s future celebrity as a singer. 


FINE ARTS. 


SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 
5, PaLL-MALL East. 

Visitors were admitted to the private view of this exhibition on 
Saturday last, and during the day the room was inconveniently 
crowded. «'rhe gallery, although one of the smallest for such a 
purpose, has for years been one of the greatest favourites among 
the conioisseurs in the fine arts. The general impression appeared 
to be satisfactory. Itis certainly a very charming collection, taken 
altogether; but it is deficient in leading subjects, and there is no 
impression left on the mind of any great work. Our feeling was 
that, in point of colour, there appeared a decided improvement in 
the paintings of the artists generally—greater depth and power than 
it is usual to meet with in water colours. Mr. Cattermole, one of 
the first favourites in this society, exhibits several pictures, and 
gives proofs of the versatility of his talent. He paints landscapes 
as well as figures, all equally good; but we would sooner see one of 
his large finished subjects than all the small ones together. 

Mr. Frederick Tayler has also many pleasing little pictures. 
No. 154, ‘Stag Hunt in the Last Century,’ is a charming work, 
and a fine illustration of the pleasures and excitement of the chase. 
Another similar subject by the same clever artist, No. 258, ‘ Wood- 
land Scene, with Horn and Hounds,’ is remarkable for the spirit 
and truth in the action and character of the horses: they seem 
alive to the distant sound, and eager to rush on. Mr. Tayler has 
also two very clever pictures which he calls ‘Morning’ and 
‘Evening.’ ‘They are lifelike representations of dogs. In the 
former the ray of light through the door, and the lively animated 
expressions of the animals, fully realize the title of the picture, and 
is well contrasted with the latter, where the same dogs are shown 
lying together, quite tired of the sport of the day, which is cleverly 
indicated by the game, &c., hung upon the wall. 

Mr. Joseph Nash has a very good ‘Interior at Levens, West- 
morland, the seat of the Hon. Mrs. Col. Howard,’ it is beautifully 
executed, and is a fine specimen of a noble old English mansion. 

Mr. Jenkins exhibits some excellent examples of his talent. 
No. 15, ‘ The Rival’s Wedding,’ and No. 162, ‘ Jealousy,’ are both 
good subjects; the story of each is well toid, and they are most 
satisfactorily painted. 

The society this year is indebted to the talent of Mrs. Criddle for 
some of the best figure subjects in the room. No. 73, ‘ From Crabbe’s 
Borough—the Church,’ is a very superior production, and reflects 
great credit on this accomplished lady. The beautiful lines from 
which the picture is taken we cannot do better than extract, as they 
are equally honourable to poet and the accomplished painter that has 
here so successfully realized them :— 

‘‘ With him she pray’d, to him his Bible read, 

Sooth’d the faint heart or held the aching head; 

She came with smiles the hour of pain to cheer; 

Apart she sigh’d, alone she shed the tear; 

Then, as if breaking from a cloud, she gave 

Fresh light, and gilt the prospect of the grave.” 
No. 226. ‘Lavinia and her Mother,’ by the same talented artist, 
is also a subject of great merit, and one also that is calculated to 
touch the heart and the best feelings of all that have the pleasure 
of looking upon it. 

Mr. F. W. Topham has several very good Irish subjects. 
No. 184, ‘The Fisherman’s Home,’ is the largest and most carefully 
finished: the whole of the family appear equally interested in 
“‘Dermot’s return.” The composition is skilfully arranged and well 
finished: the reflected light on the female is particularly good. 
Another sweet little picture by the same artist, No. 247, ‘ Making 
Nets,’ represents a good-looking Irish girl at her work; but her 
mind is not in it. A sturdy-looking young Paddy is evidently 
bothering her with his blarney. 

Mr. Fripp also has many subjects illustrative of Irish life— 
several of great merit. 

Mr. Oakley and Mr. Hunt are, as usual, clever in their rustic 
figure subjects, and the latter, in addition, exhibits some truly 
beautiful flower-pieces, 

In the landscape department this exhibition is very rich. Mr. 
Copley Fielding has a greater variety than usual, and some ex- 
tremely fine. Mr. P. De Wint has also many good specimens of his 
peculiar style; and Mr. C. Bentley has several that show a marked 
improvement on former works; his effects are generally broad, and 
the colouring rich and powerful. Mr. Cox is a large contributor, 
but his present works are not equal to his former efforts. Mr. 
George Fripp exhibits many charming studies from nature; and 
Mr. 'T. M. Richardson, Mr. Gastineau, Mr. Callow, and others, 
have many clever subjects. 

Besides the exquisitely-finished flower-pieces of Hunt, there are 
some very attractive subjects of the same kind by Maria Har-- 
rison, and some good Fruit subjects by V. Bartholomew and 
Rosenberg. 


Works or Art, By M. Erex.—This gentleman, who 
has considerable celebrity, as a sculptor, at Paris, having adorned 
some of the public monuments in that city, has taken a room in 
Old Bond-street for the exhibition of his works. The best sculp- 
tural pieces in his collection are a ‘ Roman Girl,’ and a group of 
‘Hero and Leander.’ The merit of these works consists in a depar- 
ture from modern conventions, and a strong feeling for actual 
nature. The ‘Roman Girl’ is not an idealized nymph, while 
‘Leander’ is more like a burly athlete than the elegant youth of 
poetical dreams; and hence, at the first glance, these productions 
will strike the spectator as somewhat uncouth. But, on a close 
inspection, it is impossible not to admire the original spirit in which 
they are conceived, the command over the large curves of the body, 
and the real solidity of the composition. Occasionally M, Etex has 
allowed a love of the eccentric to carry him a littie too far. The 
‘Roman Girl’ is made of the hard marble called ‘ Cristollano,”’ on 
purpose that the artist may show power over a stubborn material; 
unfortunately the block is strongly veined, so that the triumph is 
attained at too dear a cost. In a bas-relief, representing ‘The 
Medici Family,’ he has attempted foreshortenings that more pro- 
perly belong to painting. The pictures must be chiefly regarded as 
sculptural studies, and are in the severe and hard manner of the 
David school; but even here we can perceive the energy of the 
artist in devising new forms and attitudes, and a boldness which 


constantly tempts him into forced positions. A collection of busts, 
chiefly representing eminent French characters of the present day, 
is not the least interesting part of the collection. In these, expres- 
sion is the predominating quality. 


Tue Sr. Grorce’s GALLERY.—A sale-exhibition, under 
this title, has been opened by Mr. Cundall, in Old Bond-street. 
Besides Felix Summerly’s art-manufactures (of which Mr. Cundall 
is the publisher), a selection of bronzes, wood-carvings, Parian sta- 
tuettes, engravings, illustrated books, and a collection of useful 
articles to which the arts have been applied, are cleverly arranged 
in the different departments of the gallery.

We learn from the Atheneum that the Stowe manuscripts 
have been bought by Lord Ashburnham, for the sum of £8000. 


To-day the first exhibition of the Horticultural Society at 
Chiswick takes place. The Earl of Rosse’s second soirée to the 
members of the Royal Society at Somerset-house is given this 
evening. 


The sawyers of her Majesty’s Dockyard, Portsmouth, in 
slitting down an elm-tree of large magnitude, found in a cavity in 
the heart of the tree a most perfect bees’ nest, with four divisions 
of comb, in length about fourteen inches, with the bees in their 
cells, and otherwise, particularly the queen bee, in the most perfect 
condition ; above and below the nest the heart of the stick was 
perfectly sound, as was also the timber surrounding the nest; no 
hole was discoverable in any part, the timber being perfectly solid 
all round. 


In the Moncalm Gallery, now on exhibition at Messrs. 
Christie’s, ‘ The Adoration of the Shepherds,’ by Philip de Cham- 
pagne, is a beautiful picture. The figures which surround the 
Virgin and Infant are powerfully drawn and admirably treated. 
The breadth and brilliancy of the colour, and the combined boldness 
and delicacy of the shadowing, fill the spectator with admiration; but 
even more intensely is he impressed by the deep feeling which the 
figures express. The image of the old man kneeling before the 
child is wonderfully characterized, and seems to be the embodiment 
of sacred adoration. 


The King of Wirtemberg has at last jplete to the tears 
and supplications of his Queen (after having long held out against 
his ministers, his legislature, and his people in general), and has 
fully and without any reservation acknowledged the validity of the 
constitution agreed to in Frankfort. How very much better the 
tears and supplications might have been employed! 


The committee of the National Club, in reference to the 
Criminal Law Consolidation Bill, protest against an attempt surrep- 
titiously to settle so grave a question by introducing an important 
point of ecclesiastical law, involving the most delicate relations of 
the church with the state, into one of the numerous clauses of a 
bill for the classification and punishment of criminal offences; a 
bill, the title of which would not lead the most suspicious mind to 
imagine that it was likely to contain an enactment interfering with 
the rights and duties of the episcopal office. 


Jenny Lind’s final scene in “‘ Lucia,” in which she appears 
distraught, is as original (we agree with a contemporary) as it is 
touching in pathos. ‘To analyze its fidelity to nature, or rehearse 
its unrivalled excellence, would occupy more space than we can 
well spare; but we may say that, as an example of highly-wrought 
art, painfully true to nature, it will bear comparison with the 
grandest efforts of Edmund Kean or Rachel. 


In addressing the King of Prussia on the subject of the 
gratuitous Emperorship, the Frankfort Minister used at first all 
those obvious arguments which might find place in a public address, 
such as that the greatness and happiness of Germany depended on 
Prussia being at the head of the empire, and so forth. The King 
then answered :—“‘ If I were a Frederic II., I would accept; but 
this is not my character. I feel that I am not made for playing 
such a part; I have no inner call towards it; it goes against my 
grain and nature, and I have a notion that every man should act in 
harmony with his character, and that, by embracing a sphere of 
action for which he is not by nature fashioned and composed, a 
man contradicts his destiny, and nothing which is undertaken can 
prosper. He will draw a curse upon himself and upon all who 
depend upon him!” 


So much has been said about the motives which induced 
Jenny Lind to determine to retire from the stage that the following, 
from a correspondent of the Spectator, will possibly interest the 
musical reader:—‘‘ The history of Jenny Lind’s scruples against 
appearing on the stage, and of a certain eminent ecclesiastic’s 
connection with her supposed aversion to her former occupation, 
would appear to partake entirely of that unsubstantial character 
ycleped a myth. Stripped of its artificial trappings, the simple, 
comprehensible truth is, that Mlle. Lind formed the resolution to 
withdraw from the lyric stage so long ago as last summer; although 
in the interest of the manager of her Majesty’s Theatre, she forbore 
to publish that resolution for several months. The motive for its 
adoption was her desire for an interval of repose, which had been 
altogether unattainable during her nine years’ arduous theatrical 
labours.” 


There is but one suit in the pack of Californian delights 
(says the Times). Spades are trumps. They dig and wash, wash 
and dig, and dig again. No slave-drivers of Cuba ever conceived 
such ap amount of work to be realizable from human instruments 
as is here performed, where every man is his own taskmaster. 
There is no Sabbath, though one party of diggers, less abandoned 
than the others, devised a kind of compromise between their 
profession and their duties, and spent the first day of the week at 
home “ in blowing away the emery from the gold, and making bags 
of cowhide.” Provisions have found their way to the colony in 
tolerable abundance; but sickness—a serious calamity where a 
doctor’s visit costs six ounces of gold, and advice another ounce— 
was prostrating great numbers of the diggers.

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THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The surprise of William on being informed of the coronation of 
Harold was as unbounded as it was unexpected. The peculiar 
sanctity of the relics upon which this English chief had vowed 
fidelity would, in the opinion of William, have kept the most 
faithless true to his oath; and then to find that what would 
have been binding upon most men was utterly disregarded by 
him who ought to have felt, above all others, the awful 
solemnity of his oath, excited an amazement of which the 
people of that age alone could feel the full depth. Wace 
gives the following account of his reception of the news :— 

‘¢ The duke was in his park at Rouen. He held in his hand 
a bow, which he had strung and bent; and he had given 
it into the hands of a page, for he was going forth to the 
chase, and had with him many knights, and pages, and 
esquires ; when, behold! at the gate appeared a sergeant, who 
came journeying from England, and went straight to the duke 
and saluted him, and drew him on one side, and told him 
privily that King Edward was dead, and that Harold was 
raised to be King. 

‘* When the duke had listened to him and learnt all the truth, 
how that Edward was dead, and Harold was made King, he 
became as a man enraged, and left the craft of the woods. Oft 
he tied his mantle, and oft he untied it again; and spoke to no 
man, neither dared any man speak to him. Then he crossed 
the Seine in his boat, and came to his hall and entered therein ; 
and sat down at the end of a bench, shifting his place from 
time to time, covering his face with his mantle, and resting 
his head against a pillar. Thus he remained long in deep 
thought, for no one dared speak to him; but many asked, 
aside, ‘ What ails the duke? why _makes,he such bad cheer?”

Then, behold, in came his seneschal, who rode from the park 
on horseback ; and he passed close by the duke, humming a 
tune as he went along the hall; and many came round him, 
asking how it came to pass that the duke was in such a plight. 
And he said to them, ‘ Ye will hear news, but press not for 
it out of season; news will always spread some time or 
another, and he who gets it not fresh, has it old.’ 

Then the duke raised himself up, and the seneschal said to 
him, ‘ Sire, sire, why do you conceal the news you have 
heard? If men hear it not at one time they will at another ; 
concealment will do you no good, nor will the telling of it do 
harm. What you keep so close is, by this time, known all 
over the city; for men go through the streets telling, and all 
know, both great and small, that King Edward is dead, and 
that Harold is become King*in his stead, and possesses the 
realm.’ 

““¢That is, indeed, the cause of my sorrow,’ said the duke ; 

‘but I know no help for it. I sorrow for Edward and for 
his death, and for the wrong that Harold hasdoneme. He has 
wronged me in taking the kingdom that was granted and pro- 
mised me, as he himself has sworn.’ To these words Fitz- 
Osber, the Bold of Heart, replied, ‘ Sire, do not vex yourself, 
but bestir yourself for your redress; that you may be revenged 
on Harold, who hath been so disloyal to you. If your courage 
fail not, the land shall not abide with him. Call together all 
that you can call; cross the sea and take the kingdom from 
him. A bold man should begin nothing unless to pursue it to 
the end; what he begins he should carry through, or abandon 
it without more ado.’ 
_ These words of Osber decided the conduct of William : he 
instantly sent to Harold, requiring him, as his sworn liegeman, 
to surrender the crown, and perform the engagements which 
he had made.

Parasols.—The recent favourable change of weather 
has brought parasols into general use.

MORBID CURIOSITY TO SEE RUSH EXECUTED. 

At Lambeth, 7. Sution, a young fellow of twenty-one years of age, was 
placed at the bar, on a charge of absconding with three sovereigns, the 
moneys of his employer.— Mr. Thomas Marwood, a coal-dealer in the Wal- 
worth-road, deposed that he gave the prisoner, who had been in his service 
for about a month, three sovereigns to take to the office of Messrs. Davis 
and Pegg, coal-merchants, of Old Barge-whart, to pay for three tons of coals, 
and from that time to the present he had not seen him, nor had he paid the 
money as he had been directed,—The prisoner, in reply to the charge, said 
that, after the trial and condemnation of Rush, he conceived the most in- 
tense desire to see him hung; and, immediately after his master gave him 
the money, the thought occurred to him of gratifying his wish. He thought 
of the thing as he went along to the wharf; and, the means of getting to 
Norwich having been placed in his hands, he determined, at all hazards, to 
start for the scene of execution. He spent the money so freely that on the 
day after the execution it was all gone; and, finding himself ina strange 
place and without money, he gave himself up to no less than three different 
policemen, but they refused to entertain the charge or have anything to do 
with him. He, in consequence, made up his mind to return to town, and 
did so, and on reaching the station-house in Kennington-lane he gave him- 
self up to the officer on duty.—Mr. Norton committed him to prison for 
three months, with hard labour. 


STEALING VALUABLE PLANTS. 

At Worship-street, a young man, named George Snow, was brought before 
the magistrate upon a charge of stealing anumber of plants of a very valu- 
able kind, belonging to Messrs. Loddiges and Sons, nurserymen, in Church- 
street, Hackney.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


We have charming weather, and immense bustle in the suburbs 
bordering on the Chaussée Dantin among the counts, barons, &c., 
of that aristocratic quarter, who are preparing for trips to their 
proprietés inthe Midi. Our popular President has also been on 
the wing. On Sunday morning at four o’clock he left Paris with 
the intent of distributing colours to the different battalions of the 
National Guard of the department of the Aube. He was accom- 
panied by M, Odillon Barrot, his aide-de-camp, and by Edgar 
Ney, and three other orderly officers. He arrived at Melun before 
seven o’clock, where a special train was ready to carry him on to 
Troyes. At the entrance of Melun he was received by M. Demeufve, 
the prefect ; by General Valdener, commandant of the subdivision 
ofthe Seine et Marne; by the mayor, and the other civil and mili- 
tary authorities. At seven precisely the train took its departure 
from Melun, and stoppedat Moret, Montereau, Ormes, and Ro- 
milly, at each of which stations he received the National Guards of 
their respective districts, drawn up along the railroad. At Mon- 
tereau he stopped some time to view the plateau from which the 
Emperor, with the artillery of the ‘guard, fired grapeshot upon the 
corps of the Prince of Wurtemburg in 1814; and the bridge by which 
the enemy retreated, and then endeavoured to blowup. An old 
soldier of the Empire attended and explained to the President all the 
details of that battle. At twenty minutes past eleven the train 
reached Troyes, where the prefect, M. Desvaux, the mayor, and all 
the members of the municipal council, were in waiting to receive 
it. The prefect addressed the President, expressing the gatifica- 
tion of the town on this occasion, and reminding him that Champagne 
had been greatly devoted to the Emperor, of which feeling it had 
given a marked proof by its vote on the 10th of December (the 
election of the President). After returning thanks for the warm 
reception given to him, the President mounted his horse, and 
reviewed the National Guards, who were drawn up in line on the 
old ramparts of the town in seventy-five battalions, amounting to at 
least, it is said, 40,000 men. The town was crowded with people 
from the country, doubling its own population. After the review 
the President and his suite repaired to the Prefecture, where a 
sumptuous collation was spread hefore them and the members of 
the municipal council. At one o’clock the President of the 
Republic proceeded to the great square of the town, on which was 
raised an altar decorated with tricoloured flags, for the benediction 
and distribution of the culours, The Bishop of Troyes, M. Caur, 
surrounded by his clergy, performed this solemnity in the presence 
of an immense concourse, Adieu, B,

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THE GOVERNESSES’ BENEVOLENT INSTITUTION, 
THE SIXTH ANNIVERSARY. 
Tux good work goes on, gathering new advocates as it pro- 
ceeds, and redeeming the country from a reproach which 
imputed that worst of all sins—ingratitude. ‘Those who have 
watched our childhood, borne our tempers, persuaded our 
headstrong will with affection, and won us from idleness by 
making the task of learning an amusement,—those who, to 
quote Lord Harrowby, have shed upon our minds “the first 
breathings of intelligence, and often watched over us with 
maternal solicitude,""—are no longer without friends, The 
wealthy and the worthy stand forward as their champions. 
They demand for this hardworking race of women, rich only 
in mental endowments, the assistance of those who have 
received from them cultivation which gives grace to wealth, 
which inculcates its noblest application, and stores up pleasures 
in the mind that even poverty cannot wholly take away. And 
it delights us to announce that the demand has not been made 
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in vain. The merchant who looks back to his days of petti- 
coats rests for a moment from the trade of money-gettin 
and pays his old schoolmistress something more ‘than the 
tribute of memory, The statesman, on whose eloquent 
periods an assembly of legislators hangs with delight or 
fear, reflects that a woman taught him his letters and bribed 
him to the formidable encounter of words of two syllables— 
will he spurn the recollection? Has the governess now grown 
old, and poor and friendless? While he rolls past her to reap 
new honours, or shine in those he has acquired already, does 
she follow his equipage with fearful eyes, and presently resume 
her path of sickness and penury, ‘solitary and unheeded ? 
While the tide has flowed for her pupils, has it ebbed away 
from her? They are witty, clever, intelligent, learned, as the 
capital they have drawn from her, and is the bank itself 
broken? . 

Now, however, there is an end to the hardships these excel- 
lent women have endured. The institution, which owes its 
existence, we regret to say, not to those whose benefactors 
they have been, but to the indefatigable and, as yet, unre- 
warded exertions of one of their own class,* supplies them 
with help and a home in time of sickness or old age, Durin 
the six years that this institution has been founded thoes 
thousand and thirty-eight pounds have been disbursed 
in aid of those requiring it, up to the last day of last 

ear, There has also been a fund established, wherein four 

undred and eighty-six governesses have deposited a gr. nm of 
£43,585, portion of their earnings, which they thus lay up for 
a rainy day; and which the society, at its own cost has 
invested for them in Government securities, Thirty-two 
governesses of advanced age are now in the receipt of 
annuities from the society; while a house has been rented and 
Jurnished as A RESPECTABLE HOME for ladies in the intervals of 
their engagements ; providing them with every reasonable comfort 
at a charge less by one half the cost of similar accommodation in a 
lodging-house. Already have two hundred and fifty ladies 
been received into this house; while a system of registration, 
without the smallest expense to employers or employed, is carried 
on in connection with the institution; of which system three 
thousand governesses have already availed themselves. Finally 
in the approaching month of June, an asylum for aged gover- 
nesses will be opened ;—and thus ends one of the most satis- 
factory statements we have ever read, 

The subscriptions at the dinner, which cclebrated the sixth 
anniversary of this noble institution, were announced as 
amounting to £2518, 4s.; in addition to this were two sums 
of £300 and £200 each, the former from a lady whose name 
did not transpire, and the latter from that glorious woman— 
Jenny Linn! 

Thus the new institution gathers vigour as it gathers years,— 
waxes stronger in public estimation by the best of all testi- 
monies, that of subscriptions, Noone can rejoice at this more 
heartily than we do, Devoted wholly to whatever affects the 
interests or amusements of women, we hail with delight every 
new circumstance which assures us that our countrywomen 
are taking that place in public estimation to which their talents 
and their virtues more than entitle them, It may please the 
self-sufficiency of some to consider that women are well enough 
considered, without more ado about the matter. But we deny 
this, as an insult to Truth and Justice. It will be long — 
though we trust not very long—before they are acknowledged 
in that position in which their abilities may work all the good 
of which they are capable. But, at all events, we have begun 
at the right end, in rewarding them for what they have already 
done. We have liberated them from the galling yoke of poverty 
in those years which are too feeble to resist it; and by so doing 
have not alone freed our own character, as a nation, from 
stigma, but done it honour! : ; 


Proposed Lecisuative Enactment.—A_ bill—for 
promoting a sufficiency of industrial, beneficial, and profitable 
employment of the working classes of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland; for fertilizing the waste and ill-cultivated 
lands of this kingdom; and for promoting the wealthful and 
beneficial interests of the whole community of the empire—has 
been prepared, with much care and very extensive knowledge of his 
subject, by Luke J. Hansard, Esq. The following lines exhibit 
the nucleus of the measure :—“ And whereas this nation possesses 
state funds which have been appointed and husbanded and used by 
the state Government, and by one portion of the communit 
possessing the same, as the state representative of the value of the 
properties of this kingdom. And these state-appointed funds have, 
since their creation, been accepted and exehanged, as the state 
representative of the values of the properties of this kingdom; not 
only amongst the people of this kingdom but by foreigners, And 
whereas the capital stock of these state funds has not been applied 
to the fructification of any properties within the kingdom, valuable 
to the people; nor even to the recognition of the state value of 
permanent properties within the kingdom, as having the powers 
for being used or wrought up to a fructifying use. But the multitude 
of the people, in their labour and products and industrial wealth 
have been annually taxed to pay dividends of interest on these state 
funds as an acknowledged state representation of wealth,—without 
ever having the seed-power of the wealth-money capital, for which 
they are charged with interest, to circulate amongst them, in giving 
birth to their industrial employment, or to the increase of positive, 
permanent, and consuming wealth properties amongst them, and 
on behalf of the entire nation.”

MONTHLY BOUQUET. 


The lovely month of May comes upnn us 
with its lap so full of flowers that wa are 
embarrassed in our choice, from the ve 
beauty and the number which present them- 
selves to us. Not only is every meadow 
“carpeted” with Flora’s charms, but every 
bank, stream-side, and copse is equally 
adorned, and the eye is almost bewildered 
with bright colours and lovely forms. The 
garden parterre, the greenhouse, and the 
conservatory are alike gay with varied hues, 
and rich with nature’s jewels. First of these 
we mention is the tulip— 

“ Flaunting in gaudy array.” 

This belon gs to the natural order of Tulipacea, 
and is the well-known and much-loved occu- 
pant of the humble cottage garden, as well 
as in that of the noblest mansion. The Tulipa 
sylvestris is an indigenous plant, but of some 
rarity, and is greatly prized in the herbarium 
of the English botanist. It is of a rich yellow, 
and very fragrant. The highly-valued garden 
Specimens are varieties of the Tulipa Ges- 
neriana, which derives its specific name from 
Gesner, who first described the plant, which 
is a native of the Levant. No plant has ever 
been the subject of so much speculation, and 
the cause of such extreme extravagance, as 
the tulip; and this mania raged the wildest 
among the Dutch—a people whose general 
character is that of caution and economy. 
Tulip-growing was to them at one time such 
an engrossing object of pursuit that enormous 
sums of money were expended by them on 
the cultivation and sale of this flower. To 
give some idea of the wanton folly of the 
passion, we may mention that a portion of 
the root of one, called ‘‘ Admiral Leifkin,”’ 
scarcely weighing a grain, cost upwards of 
£300; and a bit of another, named ‘‘ Semper 
Augustus,” half that sum. Of this last it 
once happened that there were only two roots 
to be had—the one at Amsterdam, the other 
at Haarlem. For one of these there was 
offered more than £300, a new carriage, two 
grey horses, and acomplete suit of harness ; and 
other persons offered twelve acres of land. 
These divided bulbs of rare tulips became the 
source of a regular scheme of gambling, and 
reached to such a height that the Govern- 
ment found it necessary to interfere. Even 
now, among tulip-fanciers in England, large 
sums have been given for rare specimens, and we remember to 
have seen one marked in a catalogue for £200. 

The culture of the tulip requires constant attention, and it is 
generally five years before the seedlings flower. The florists’ 
tulips should have cup-shaped flowers, round at the base; the 
ground colour inside the flowers ought to be quite clear and 
bright in the centre ; and all the marks should appear sharply 
cut and distinct. 

MINIONETTE — Reseda odorata (Resedacee) —is too well 
known to all to need much notice; without beauty in appear- 
ance, but the darling of all from the almost unrivalled sweet- 
ness of its fragrance. It grows without any trouble, and, if 
left undisturbed, will sow, of itsown accord, a continual supply 
of seeds, so that the bud will not need renewing. 

Dovuste AND S:in@LE Stocxs—Mathiolo incana (Crucifere). 
Ten-week stocks are annuals only, and cannot bear comparison 
with the rich biennial known by the name of “‘ The Brompton 
Stock.’’ These, when carefully treated, have been known to 
have spikes of flowers from eighteen inches to two feet long. 

Tur Hrartsease— Viola tricolor ( Violacee)—one of the great 
favourites of the common people, and which has received such 
a variety of names, has of late become an important florists’ 
flower, and great pains have been taken to increase the size of 
the petals, and the distinctness and brilliancy of the colours. 
All frequenters of flower-shows cannot fail of having been 
struck with the vast difference between the simple wild native 
of the corn-field and its pampered brother.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, Lord Brougham again 
called the attention of the House to the fact that the Financial 
Minister of the Revolutionary Government at Rome had left that 
city with the avowed intention of raising money by the sale of the 
inestimable works of art in the Vatican, He hoped, after what 
had been said on the subject, that this scheme would meet with no 
encouragement in England. 

On Tuesday, Lord Brougham proceeded to draw the attention of 
the House to legislation with respect to railways, to the mania of 
speculation which they originated, and to the mismanagement which 
had been exposed.—The Marquis of Lansdowne, on behalf of her 
Majesty’s Government, observed that they were fully impressed 
with the grave importance of the subject, and felt that the time 
had arrived when steps must be taken to prevent a recurrence of 
the system so graphically described by the noble and learned lord.— 
Lord Monteagle thanked the Government for their proffered sup- 
port to his measure, but should infinitely prefer that the subject 
should be taken up by them.—Lord Brougham thought the Dill’s 
passing might be rendered more secure by its introduction as 
a Government measure. 

On Thursday many petitions were presented at the early sitting. 

The House of Commons met on Saturday at twelve o’clock; but 
the only business done was receiving the reports of supply and 
a Aue Rate-in-Aid Bill, and the committal of the Exchequer Bills 

ill. 

On Monday, on the order of the day for the third reading of the 
Poor-laws (Ireland) Rate-in-Aid Bill, it passed after a division. 

On Tuesday Sir J. Pakington asked whether it was the intention 
of the Government to assist Mr. Layard in his discoveries at Nine- 
veh by any grant of money, and, if so, to what amount ?—The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer replied that, on receiving an application 
from the trustees of the British Museum for the sum of £3000 on 
this head, he had agreed to appropriate the sum of £6000 for the 
expenses incurred during two years. Subsequently, however, a 
further application was made to the Treasury for more money, to 
which no answer had been given. — Mr. Ewart concluded a speech 
of much interest by moving for leave to bring in a bill for the adoli- 
tion of the punishment of death.—Sir G. Grey entered fully into 
the subject. Ona division, the motion was rejected by a majority 
of 24, the numbers being 51 to 75. 

On Wednesday, the order for the day for going into committee 
on the Clergy Relief Bill having been read, it was proceeded with, 

On Thursday Mr. Stuart Wortley moved the second reading of 
the MARRIAGE (with a wife’s sister) BILL. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE.—PaRIs.—The committee of the National Assembly 
appointed to consider the application of the Minister of the 
Interior for 200,800f., to defray the expenses of the celebration of 
the 4th of May, have approved the grant, but they suggest that 
the anniversary shall be marked by an act of clemency.—The elec- 
tion of the Prince de Joinville to represent the department of the 
Haute Maine in the next Legislative Assembly is certain.—The 
occupation of Alessandria by the Austrians is regarded in the light 
of an answer to that of Civita Vecchia by the French.—The troops 
forming the French expedition disembarked at Civita Vecchia on 
the 25th and 26th ult. They occupied the town without being com- 
pelled to have recourse to arms. 

Spain.—Maria Christina and family had set out for the royal seat 
of Aranjuez, where they will be followed on the 30th by the Queen, 
the King Consort, andthe Court, The Cabinct Ministers remain 
at Madrid until the closing of the Cortes, which will most probably 
take place towards the end of May. 

AUSTRIA.—VIENNA.—An imperial vessel of transport, with 800 
cwt. of gunpowder, in tow of a steamer from Presburg downwards, 
was blown up by the cannon fire of the Magyars, who had a battery 
on the left shore of the Danube, opposite Gonyd. Many houses in 
that town had been destroyed by the explosion, and many lives were 
lost.—The Russian Legation has informed the Austrian Govern- 
ment that 50,000 Russian troops have entered Transylvania in two 
bodies, the one coming from Wallachia, and the other from the 
Buckowina.—The Emperor of Russia will visit the Imperial Court 
at Olmutz on the 4th of May.—The recal of the English Ambas- 
sador from Vienna has produced a very lively impression. It is 
thought that the difference which has arisen between Austria and 
England is caused by the affairs of Sardinia.—The defeat of the 
Austrians is confirmed by the official bulletins from Vienna. The 
Hungarian General Georges had gained asignal victory between 
Granand the Woag. The Austrians evacuated Pesth and Buda on 
the 21st ult. The Hungarians were under the walls of Presburg. 
They had defeated General Welden on the south bank of the 
Danube.—The late reverses of the imperial army in Hungary have 
caused the Prussian Government to concentrate an army of ob- 
servation on the frontiers of Austrian Silesia. 

Roms.—The pontifical arms have been taken down from the 
Quirinal buildings in Rome, and have been replaced by those of 
the Republic. By adecree of the triumvirs, of the 17th ult., the 
Roman army is to be carried to 50,000 men. 

Prussia.—BERLIN.—A tumult 4d la barricade has taken place, 
consequent on the dissolution of the Chambers, in the centre of the 
large space called the Donhofs-platz, in front of the Second Cham- 
ber, and the Leipziger-strasse, which stretches from it to the 
Potsdam-gate. The collision arose in consequence of an attack on 
an officer, who was struck down with aniron bar. The number of 
killed reported is four, of whom one is a woman ; and five men are 
in the hospitals wounded. General Wrangel has taken efficient 
measures to preserve the peace.—The declaration of the King of 
Prussia to the Prussian Plenipotentiary at the Court of his High- 
ness the Regent of Germany, dated the 23rd ult., has appeared in 
a translated and official form. 7 

Tuscany.—The Government of Florence has issued a marifesto, 
dated the 22nd ult., by which it protests, in the name of the Grand 
Duke of Tuscany, against the occupation of the territories of 
Massa and Carrara, Lunigiana, and Garfagnana, by a body of 
Austrian and Modenese troops , ; 

SictLy.—PALERMO.—The proposed mediation has failed, and 
the King willlisten to nothing short of an unconditional surrender, 
similar to that made at Syracuse and Nota, ; 

_ Turin.—A proclamation has been issued, announcing the admis- 
slon into Alessandria of a body of Austrian troops, in execution of 
the 8rd article of the armistice concludedat Novarra. By a decree 
of the 20th ult. the King of Sardinia has granted a full amnesty for 
a polite offences committed previous to that date in the duchy 
of Savoy.

GUATEMALA.—In Guatemala there was at the last advices such 
astate of anarchy that the American Chargé d’Affaires has been 
unable to present his credentials, there being no Government to 
receive them. 

PataGconia.—A letter from Captain Brown, of the ship Hannibal, 
on the coast of Patagonia, states that the coast is covered with 
wrecks, and that one thousand men have perished by the loss of 
vessels. Among the ships lost is the Emma, of New London. 

Unrrep Strares.—The Royal Mail steam-ship Niagara, Captain 
Ryrie, arrived at Liverpool on Monday morning, from Boston and 
Halifax. She left the former port on the 18th, and the latter on 
the 20th ult. She brings 114 passengers, and makes her passage, 
including her run into Halifax, in a little more than eleven days 
from Boston.—There is further news from California, but not of 
an important character. It is stated in letters from Chagres and 
Panama that there are upwards of 2000 persons now there waiting 
a passage to San Francisco. 

West Inpra anp PaciFIc Marrs.—The Royal Mail Steam- 
Packet Company’s ship Medway, Captain W. Symonds, arrived off 
Southampton at five a.m.on Wednesday morning, with the usual 
British and foreign West India mails, in charge of Lieutenant 
Cull, R.N., Admiralty agent. She brings 45 passengers and the 
following on freight :—48,986 dols. in silver dols.; gold coin and 
bars, value 400,965 dols., of which 100,000 dols. are Californian gold 
from Lima, at which city it had been melted into bars; bars of 
silver, value 361,948 dols.; British coin, value £308; platina, value 
£283; and pearls, value 500 dols. The Assembly of Jamaica has 
stopped a portion of the ordinary supplies, not from any desire to 
impede the wheels of Government, or by way of retaliation for 
injuries inflicted by the imperial policy, which has beggared the 
colonies, but from sheer necessity. From Demerara the advices 
are of a more favourable character than have been for some time 
received from that colony. At Trinidad some incendiary fires had 
taken place. The weather continued excellent, and the getting in 
of the crop was being rapidly effected. At Barbadoes the crop 
would probably not exceed 28,000 hogsheads. Great distress and 
disappointment prevailed amongst a large portion of the emigrants 
who had proceeded to Panama: 200 returned to New York in the 
Crescent City, which left Chagres on the 25th of March, many of 
whom had resided there for six weeks without the most distant 
probability of transit to California. 

Inp1a.—The overland mail from Bombay of the 4th of April 
brings intelligence both important and satisfactory. The insurgent 
chiefs, Chuttur Singh, Shere Singh, and thirteen others of minor 
importance, have surrendered at discretion to the force under 
General Gilbert, and the remnant of the Sikh force, amounting to 
16,000 men, have been disarmed and disbanded; at the same time 
41 guns were given up to the British authorities. Where, altogether, 
such a vast quantity of artillery could have come from seems 
speoinprebeiaibte: In the first campaign we captured above 300 
guns; and, taking into account those stillat Lahore, this will bring 
the whole Sikh park up to above 500 pieces of ordnance! After 
performing this service General Gilbert pushed on for the Indus, 
and had, by the latest advices, reached Attock, driving the Affghans 
in confusion before him. Mrs, Lawrence and all the other prisoners 
had arrived in safety at Lord Gough’s camp. When the Sikh army 
surrendered, several soldiers of her Majesty’s 24th Regiment, who 
were reported as having been killed. at Chillianwallah, but were 
made prisoners on that occasion, were restored to General Gilbert. 

CaLcutTa.—On the 13th, Sir John Littler took his seat as Deputy 
Governor of Bengal and President of the Council of India. 


Canapa.—In Canada there continues a good deal of excitement. 
A congress of delegates is in course of formation, which is to com- 
prise in its body members from all the British North American 
colonies. 


METROPOLITAN. 


Puttanturoric Society’s Farm Scuoot.— LAayine 
THE FOUNDATION BY PRINCE ALBERT. —This institution, esta- 
blished for the reformation of juvenile offenders, has been for many 
years located in St. George’s-fields, Southwark ; but last spring it 
was determined that it should be transferred to a country situation, 
where the boys could be employed and trained in farm labour and 
gardening, and be brought up in a plainer and more healthful 
system than is possible in a London establishment, and their con- 
dition as to food, clothing, &c., be more thoroughly assimilated to 
that of the ordinary labouring class, to which the greater part of 
them belong; and to raise them above which, while subjected to 
reformatory discipline for their faults and misdemeanours, would 
be highly objectionable. In consequence, a farm of 138 acres has 
been taken at Redstone, Surrey, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Red-hill and Reigate station, on the Brighton and South-Kastern 
Railways, which, from its peculiarly healthful and accessible situa- 
tion, the varied character of its soil, the abundance of excellent 
water and useful timber upon it, and the extent of the accommodation 
afforded by the dwelling-house, farm-house, cottages, and farm- 
buildings lately erected on it by the proprietor, appears to be a 
most eligible site. The buildings to be erected in the first instance 
are a chapel, a school-room, and two houses capable of containing 
sixty boys each. The farm-house now on the farm will accommo- 
date, with a slight addition, about sixty more; and the institution 
will thus be sufficient to receive 180 boys by the lst of August; but 
it is expected, by public support, and the successful working of the 
school, in a very few years to increase the number to 000 boys. Two 
important modifications of the society’s present system will be 
introduced; the first, that of the division of the boys in separate 
families, each living in a separate house, and each family to consist 
of about sixty boys. The other important alteration in the 
present system of the Philanthropic will be in the agricultural 

ursuits and other active employments connected with country 
Fife, with an especial reference to their going out as emigrants 
and providing for themselves in the colonies, which would 
prove much more advantageous to them, and to the community 
at large, than the system of bringing the lads up as shoemakers 
and tailors, and apprenticing them to masters in London and the vici- 
nity. The farm, it is believed, may be made to yield produce enough to 
almost, if not wholly, maintain the boys and their instructors. But, 
looked at in reference to the ultimate disposal of the boys, and to 
their going out (at least in the great majority of cases) as emigrants 
to the Cape colony or Australia, such agricultural training will be 
most valuable. Sir Harry Smith, the present distinguished 
governor at the Cape of Good abe in a letter, referring to this 
school, says :—‘‘ So impressed am I with the conviction of the value 
of the system proposed for the farm-school, that my best 
endeavours shall be used to promote its interests and welfare.”

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Tue Potsontne AT Baru.—The inquiry into this case 
was resumed on Monday night before the coroner, Mr. A. H. Eng- 
lish, in the Sessions-court at the Guildhall. The excitement con- 
tinued to be most intense, and it required the united exertions of a 
strong body of police to keep the crowd from forcibly making their 
way into the Guildhall long before the hour appointed for holding 
the inquest. The four persons implicated were brought up in the 
custody of the police, and accommodated with chairs. The woman 
Harris looked much dejected and held down her head, but Harris 
throughout appeared to pay great attention to the proceedings. 
The other prisoners seemed to be wholly unconcerned. A large 
number of magistrates were present during the inquiry, and the 
spacious room was thronged in every part of it. The first witness 
called was William Herapath, who, having been sworn, deposed :— 
On the 26th of the month Mr. Lloyd brought me three vessels which 
he told me contained the remains of a body—that of the man named 
Marchant. He opened them in my presence. I was requested to 
examine whether there was anything poisonous in either of those 
materials, and in doing so I found white arsenic in the contents of 
the stomach, in the solid matter of the stomach, in the contents of 
the intestines, and in the liver. I separated from the contents of 
the stomach three grains and a half of white arsenious acid. This 
I produce (handing it to the coroner), It had never been in solu- 
tion. I also produce some of the same sublimed and purified, so as 
to show it in its natural state. I should mention that the first lot 
is discoloured, owing to tea having been administered after it. I 
also produce metallic arsenic produced from it; also three tests 
which prove it to be metallic arsenic. These are Scheele’s green, 
arsenite of silver, and sulphuret of arsenic, commonly called 
orpiment. These five reagents leave the matter unmistakable. I 
found the arsenious acid contained in the stomach was not pure; 
there was a portion of freestone dust mixed with it, either by design 
or accident. I found the remains of food in the stomach, the only 
distinguishable ones were portions of the husks, as I have no doubt, 
of barley, probably pearl barley, the outer husks having disappeared. 
I don’t believe they were those of the oat, as there are no hairs of 
the oat discoverable by the best microscope. There were also some 
tea-leaves. I should have said all the starchy parts of the grain had 
been removed by decomposition, which is generally the case, as the 
starch soon disappears. Mr. Lloyd also brought me some pills— 
four pills ; these were composed of calomel and vegetable matter, 
which I believe to be colocynth. It being vegetable matter, there is 
no positive test for it. The state of the stomach and intestines was 
highly inflamed, and in patches large and red, having all the 
appearance of the action of an irritant poison. Taking all the cir- 
cumstances together, I have no doubt that the body was destroyed 
by poison, and that that poison was white arsenic. The poison had 
not been in the stomach five days, and probably not more than 
twenty-four hours. I, therefore, think, if the first illness was occa- 
sioned by poison, it must have been administered twice. I think 
the diarrhoea must have existed, from the state of the intestines and 
contents, as 1 have never seen such appearances except where 
diarrhoea has preceded. In all other respects the symptoms are such 
as generally follow the administration of arsenic. I allude, of 
course, to the sickness, to the cramps or spasms, and to the acute 
pain in the stomach, which go to confirm the fact of DEATH FROM 
ARSENIC.—The inquiry was again adjourned. 


SusrpEcTED WHOLESALE PorsonineG at Hastines.— 
The greatest excitement prevails at the present time throughout 
this district, in consequence of a female having been apprehended, 
on a charge of administering poison to her husband and three of 
her children, grown-up young men. It appears that at the foot of 
White Hart-hill, in the parish of Guestling, resided, up to last Sep- 
tember, a hard-working man, named Richard Geering, and his wife, 
with five grown-up sons, two daughters, and four younger children. 
The father, who belonged to a benefit society held at the White 
Hart, died on the 13th of September last, at the age of 56. The 
sudden manner of his death gave rise to a belief that the man had 
died from a disease of the heart, and he was buried in the parish 
churchyard, the prisoner receiving at the time £5 from the club. 
On the 27th of December one of the sons, aged 21, named George, 
died from what was supposed to be pericarditis and continued fever. 
On the 6th of March another son, named James Geering, also died, 
aged 26. This party was also a member of the same benefit society 
that his father had belonged to. This son’s death was registered as 
being caused from gastritis. A few weeks since a third son was 
taken ill with violent vomitings. He was attended by the same 
surgeon, but circumstances arose which induced a desire that 
another surgeon should be called in, which was done, and, the 
medical men having prescribed, the son recovered and contemplated 
going to work again. Having so far recovered, no further notice 
was taken of him by the medical men, until Mr. Ticehurst, the 
surgeon, received information that the son was again seized with 
vomiting. He immediately proceeded to the house, and, on 
examining the matter the son had brought off his stomach, he 
detected the presence of arsenic. The coroner having been informed 
of the suspicions that led to the death of the husband and two sons, 
that functionary at once gave orders for the three bodies to be 
exhumed, which was accordingly done last week, and a jury 
assembled and were sworn in. The jury then proceeded to the 
churchward, where the several coffins were opened, and the stomachs 
and intestines of the deceased were removed for the purpose of being 
submitted to Professor Taylor for the application of the proper tests. 
The bodies were afterwards buried, and the jury bound over to 
appear again when the analysis is complete. The whole of the 
intestines and stomachs were in a remarkable state of preservation. 
The prisoner was examined on Friday (last week) before William 
Briscoe, Esq., at the town clerk’s office, when Mr, Thompson, the 
superintendent of the Hast Sussex police, deposed to finding a 

aper in the prisoner’s house marked with the word “ poison.” 

he prisoner denied having had any poison in her house for many 
months. Mr. Dilman, a chemist, of Hastings, however, deposed 
that the prisoner had purchased many pennyworths of arsenic. She 
had some about the 12th of February, and she had also some several 
times during last autumn. The evidence of the surgeon who dis- 
covered the arsenic in the matter which came ftom the stomach of 
the prisoner’s son having been taken, the prisoner was remanded.

Whilst so 
employed two females—Mrs. Devereaux and one of her daughters— 
made their appearance at the third floor front, bewailing, in a half- 
frantic tone, their impending fate. The sergeant told them to 
remain for a minute or two, for the expected fire-escape would 
be on the spot directly. The poor creatures, however, made 
a precipitate descent from the window. The elder female fell upon 
her head on the flagstones in front of the house, blood streaming 
from the wounds inflicted by the fall. Before sufficient time had 
elapsed to remove the poor sufferer her daughter followed, and, 
striking in her descent the leaden gutter over the door, broke her 
thigh and was otherwise most frightfully injured. The latter was 
forthwith removed to Mr. Smith’s surgery, in Gracechurch-street. 
The flames continued to mount most fearfully, and it was not until 
nearly twelve o’clock that the firemen could get them subdued, and 
not until they had broken through the roof and were ascending so 
high into the air as to illuminate the whole of the City. At the 
same time the lightning flashed most vividly, and the thunder 
roared so loudly that the people in the vicinity imagined, as the 
claps of thunder occurred, that they were caused by some terrible 
explosion. During the time the fire was burning one of Mr. Deve- 
reaux’s children escaped through a window, but in so doing the flesh 
was horribly cut on her legs and other parts of her body. The 
moment sufficient time had elapsed for the ruins to become cooled 
the firemen and escapemen entered, for the purpose of looking for 
the parties missing. Upon entering the third floor front a fearful 
picture presented itself. Near the window the blackened remains 
of a fine young woman, apparently about eighteen years of age, 
were perceived, and near her was the body of a child about nine or 
ten years old, also fearfully burnt. How the disaster occurred can- 
not at present be accounted for. Mrs. Devereaux has died from 
the effects of the injuries she received by jumping out of the window.

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LITERATURE. 


OUR LIBRARY CHATR, 
Personal History, &c., of David Copperfield the Younger. By 
Charles Dickens, Bradbury and Evans, 

May brings us glorious weather, and a new book from the pen 
of Mr. Dickens, to which there 1s but this drawback, that we 
must lay down each successive number with regret that the 
others are not before us. This, at all events, has been the case 
with the author’s prior works ; and it is so with respect to the 
first number of ‘‘ David Copperfield.” For market purposes, 
however, the mode of monthly publication is approved, and 
we cannot have everything, 

Perhaps some of Mr. Dickens’s stories have started better 
than the one before us, but there is here enough to make the 
reader wish for more. It is truly the work of ‘“‘ Boz’’; and re- 
plete with his exquisite humour and feeling. Take the follow- 
ing passages, for instance, and note the ¢riumphant death of the 
prizeholder :— 

**T was born with a caul, which was advertised for sale in the 
newspapers at the low price of fifteen guineas. Whether sea-going 
people were short of money about that time, or were short of faith 
and preferred cork-jackets, I don’t know; all I know is, that there 
was but one solitary bidding, and that was from an attorney con- 
nected with the bill-broking business, who offered two pounds in 
cash, and the balance in sherry, but declined to be guaranteed 
from drowning on any higher bargain. Consequently the adver- 
tisement was withdrawn at a dead loss, for as to sherry, my poor 
dear mother’s own sherry was in the market then, and ten years 
afterwards the caul was put up in a raffle down in our part of the 
country to fifty members at half-a-crown a head, the winner to 
spend five shillings. I was present myself, and I remember to have 
felt quite uncomfortable and confused at a part of myself being 
disposed of in that way. The caul was won, I recollect, by an old 
lady with a hand-basket, who, very reluctantly, produced from it 
the stipuated five shillings, all in halfpence, and twopence half- 
penny short, as it took an immense time and a great waste of arith- 
metic to endeavour without any effect to prove to her. It is a fact 
which will be long remembered as remarkable down there, that she 
was never drowned, but died triumphantly in bed at ninety-two.” 


We cannot sufficiently praise the newness and beauty of the 
thought which immediately follows :— 

*‘ T was born at Blunderstone, in Suffolk, or ‘ thereby,’ as they 
say in Scotland. Iwas a posthumous child. My father’s eyes had 
closed upon the light of this world six months when mine opened 
onit. There is something strange to me, even now, in the reflec- 
tion that he never saw me; and something stranger yet in the 
shadowy remembrance that I have of my first childish associations 
with his white gravestone in the churchyard, and of the indefinable 
compassion I used to feel for it lying out alone there in the dark 
night, when our little parlour was warm and bright with fire and 
candle, and the doors of our house were—almost cruelly, it seemed 
to me sometimes—bolted and locked against it.” 


Of David’s early reminiscences we make the following 
extract :— 

‘‘ Looking back, as I was saying, into the blank of my infancy, 
the first objects I can remember as standing out by themselves from 
a confusion of things are my mother and Peggotty. What else do 
Iremember? Let me see. 

“ There comes out of the cloud our house—not new to me, but 
uite familiar in its earliest remembrance. On the ground-floor is 
eggotty’s kitchen, opening into a back yard; with a pigeon-house 

on apole in the centre, without any pigeons in it; a great dog- 
kennel in a corner, without any dog; and a quantity of fowls that 
look terribly tall to me, walking about in a menacing and ferocious 
manner. ‘There is one cock who gets upon a post to crow, and 
seems to take particular notice of me as I look at him through the 
kitchen-window, who makes me shiver, he is so fierce. Of the geese 
outside the side-gate who come waddling after me with their long 
necks stretched out when I go that way, I dream at night: as a 
man environed by wild beasts might dream of lions. : 

‘“* Here is a long passage—what an enormous perspective I make 
of it !—leading from Peggotty’s kitchen to the front door. A dark 
store-room opens out of it, and that is a place to be run past at 
night; for I don’t know what may be among those tubs, and jars, and 
old tea-chests, when there is nobody in there with a dimly-burning 
light, letting a mouldy air come out at the door, in which there is 
the smell of soap, pickles, pepper, candles, and coffee, all at one 
whiff. Then there are the two parlours: the parlour in which we 
sit of an evening, my mother and I and Peggotty—for Peggotty is 
quite our companion when her work is done and we are alone ; and 
the best parlour where we sit on a Sunday-—grandly, but not so 
comfortably. There is something of adoleful air about that room 
to me, for Peggotty has told me—I don’t know when, but appa- 
rently ages ago—about my father’s funeral, and the company 
having their black cloaks put on. One Sunday night my mother 
reads to Peggotty and me in there how Lazarus was raised up from 
the dead. And I amso frightened that they are afterwards obliged 
to take me out of bed and show me the quiet churchyard out of the 
bedroom window, with the dead all lying in their graves at rest 
below the solemn moon. 

‘‘ There is nothing half so green that I3know anywhere as the 
grass of that churchyard; nothing half so shady as its trees; 
nothing half so quiet as its tombstones. The sheep are feeding 
there when I kneel up, early in the morning, in my little bed ina 
closet within my mother’s room, to look out at it; and I see the red 
light shining on the sundial, and think within myself, ‘ Is the sun- 
dial glad, I wonder, that it can tell the time again ?” 

“ Here is our pew in the church. What a high-backed pew! 
With a window near it, out of which our house can be seen, and is 
seen many times during the morning’s service by Peggotty, who 
likes to make herself as sure as she can that it’s not being robbed, 
or is not inflames. But, though Peggotty’s eye wanders, she is 
much offended if mine does, and frowns to me, as I stand upon the 
seat, that I am to look at the clergyman. But I can’t always look 
at him—I know him without that white thing on, andI am afraid of 
his wondering why I stare so, and perhaps stopping the service to 
inquire, and what am I to do? It’s a dreadful thing to gape, but I 
must do something. I look at my mother, but she pretends not to 
see me. I look at a boy in the aisle, and he makes faces at me. I 
look at the sunlight coming in at the open door through the porch, 
and there I see a stray sheep—I don’t mean a sinner, but mutton— 
half making up his mind to come into the church. I feel that if 1 
looked at him any longer I might be tempted to say something out 
loud; and what would become of me then! I look up at the 
monumental tablets on the wall, and try to think of Mr. Bodgers, 
late of this parish, and what the feelings of Mrs. Bodgers must 
have been when affliction sore, long time Mr. Bodgers bore, and 
physicians were in vain. I wonder whether they called in Mr, 
Chillip, and he was in vain; and, ifso, how he likes to be reminded 
of it once a week. I look from Mr. Chillip, in- his Sunday neck- 
cloth, to the pulpit; and think what a good place it would be to 
play in, and what a castle it would make, with another boy coming 
up the stairs to attack it, and having the velvet cushion with the 
tassels thrown down on his head. In time my eyes gradually shut 
up; and, from seeming to hear the clergyman singing a drowsy 
song in the heat, I hear nothing until I fall off the seat with a 
crash, and am taken out, more dead than alive, by Peggotty. 

“ And now I see the outside of our house, with the latticed bed- 


room-windows standing open to let in the sweet-smelling air, and 
the ragged old rooks’ nests still dangling in the elm-trees at the 
bottom of the front garden. Now Iam in the garden at the back, 
beyond the yard where the empty pigeon-house and dog-kennel are 
—a very preserve of butterflies, as I remember it, with a high 
fence, and a gate and padlock; where the fruit clusters on the 
trees, riper and richer than fruit has ever been since in any other 
garden, and where my mother gathers some in a basket, while I 
stand by, bolting furtive gooseberries, and trying to look unmoved. 
A great wind rises, and the summeris gone ina moment. We are 
playing in the winter twilight, dancing about the parlour. When 
my mother is out of breath and rests herself in an elbow-chair, I 
watch her winding her bright curls round her fingers, and straight- 
ening her waist, and nobody knows better than I do that she likes 
to look so well, and is proud of being so pretty.”

Introductory Lectures delivered at Queen’s College, London. 
J. W. Parker, West Strand. 

We have already alluded to the important institution at which 
these lectures were delivered; and we need now only call the 
attention of our fair readers to this little volume, assured that 
it will give a better idea of the advantages offered by the col- 
lege than our space will allow of our doing.

ness and from folly, capacitate the loving wife for that com- 
panionship which God and nature intended should be hers, 
and the mother for her duties as Heaven’s delegate to train his 
children unto honour here, and to the heritage of saints above. 

Originally intended for the better education of governesses, 
and the amelioration of their condition, it has wisely been 
thrown open to all who may wish to profit by the higher 
grade and wider range of studies which it offers. Among 
these we are happy to see the Latin language pursued to an 
extent that ett interfere with no more imperative duty : 
valuable as an assistant to the performance of those other 
duties, valuable as a mental discipline, valuable as an aid to 
the attainment of various modern languages, and particularly 
valuable as an element entering into the composition of our 
own; for, though ‘only one-tenth of the 60,000 words 
which compose our language are of Latin origin, yet they are 
in themselves of great moment and of frequent occurrence, 
and in their roots they are what connect our tongue with 
French, Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese.” We quote from 
the lecturer. 

But were we to give an opinion where all are good we should, 
perhaps, say the lectures we most admire are those on English 
composition, English literature, English language and gram- 
mar, &c, We are, however, truly in the position of.the little 
girl who, being asked which she liked$best, papa or mamma, 
answered, ‘ Both.’ We must, therefore, say we like them ail, 
and cordially recommend them for general perusal.

Her Magesty’s Toeatre,—On Saturday last Jenny Lind 
appeared in ‘* Lucia di Lammermoor,” and was never in finer voice. 
Her reception was as triumphant as ever. Her madscene was an 
effort of genius seldom equalled, and completely enraptured the 
audience. Gardoni, who has for some time past been suffering 
under severe indisposition, reappeared upon this occasion in the 
character of Edgardo, and sang with even more than his usual 
sweetness and artistic skill. His malediction was beautifully ren- 
dered, although there was decidedly some want of physical 
force in consequence of his late illness. Coletti was particularly 
good in Enrico—a part which, although not one to shine in, is very 
difficult to portray with judgment. His fine manly style of singing 
was exactly suited to the character, and produced an admirable 
effect. Jenny Lind was recalled at the end of each act, and twice 
after the mad scene. Gardoni was also honoured by a call before 
the curtain, Her Majesty honoured the performance with her 
presence, and joined in the applause bestowed upon Jenny Lind. 
On Tuesday Mile. Parodi appeared for the first time in this country 
as Leonora in ‘' La Favorita.”’ We do not admire her efforts in 
this character so highly as we did her impersonation of Norma. 
There is in ‘‘ La Favorita’”’ far less scope for the peculiarly ener- 
getic style of acting which is found in the erring priestess. Her 
best scenes were towards the end, where she listens anxiously as 
Fernando is renewing his holy vows; and in her rapture at hearing 
his declaration of love.

FINE ARTS. 


SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 
5, PaALu-MALL East. 

Visitors were admitted to the private view of this exhibition on 
Saturday last, and during the day the room was inconveniently 
crowded. * ‘The gallery, although one of the smallest for such a 
purpose, has for years been one of the greatest favourites among 
the connoisseurs in the fine arts. The general impression appeared 
to be satisfactory. Itis certainly a very charming collection, taken 
altogether; but it is deficient in leading subjects, and there is no 
impression left on the mind of any great work. Our feeling was 
that, in point of colour, there appeared a decided improvement in 
the paintings of the artists generally—greater depth and power than 
it is usual to meet with in water colours. Mr. Cattermole, one of 
the first favourites in this society, exhibits several pictures, and 
gives proofs of the versatility of his talent. He paints landscapes 
as well as figures, all equally good; but we would sooner see one of 
his large finished subjects than all the small ones together. 

Mr. Frederick Tayler has also many pleasing little pictures. 
No. 164, ‘Stag Hunt in the Last Century,’ is a charming work, 
and a fine illustration of the pleasures and excitement of the chase. 
Another similar subject by the same clever artist, No. 258, ‘ Wood- 
land Scene, with Horn and Hounds,’ is remarkable for the spirit 
and truth in the action and character of the horses: they seem 
alive to the distant sound, and eager to rush on. Mr. Tayler has 
also two very clever pictures which he calls ‘ Morning’ and 
‘Evening.’ They are lifelike representations of dogs. In the 
former the ray of light through the door, and the lively animated 
expressions of the animals, fully realize the title of the picture, and 
is well contrasted with the latter, where the same dogs are shown 
lying together, quite tired of the sport of the day, which is cleverly 
indicated by the game, &c., hung upon the wall. 

Mr. Joseph Nash has a very good ‘Interior at Levens, West- 
morland, the seat of the Hon. Mrs. Col. Howard ;’ it is beautifully 
executed, and is a fine specimen of a noble old English mansion. 

Mr. Jenkins exhibits some excellent examples of his talent. 
No, 15, ‘ The Rival’s Wedding,’ and No. 162, ‘ Jealousy,’ are both 
good subjects; the story of each is well told, and they are most 
satisfactorily painted. 

The society this year is indebted to the talent of Mrs. Criddle for 
some of the best figure subjects inthe room. No. 73, ‘ From Crabbe’s 
Borough—the Church,’ is a very superior production, and reflects 
great credit on this accomplished lady. The beautiful lines from 
which the picture is taken we cannot do better than extract, as they 
are equally honourable to poet and the accomplished painter that has 
here so successfully realized them :— 

** With him she pray’d, to him his Bible read, 

Sooth’d the faint heart or held the aching head; 

She came with smiles the hour of pain to cheer; 

Apart she sigh’d, alone she shed the tear; 

Then, as if breaking from a cloud, she gave 

Fresh light, and gilt the prospect of the grave.” 
No. 226. ‘Lavinia and her Mother,’ by the same talented artist, 
is also a subject of great merit, and one also that is calculated to 
touch the heart and the best feelings of all that have the pleasure 
of looking upon it. 

Mr. F. W. Topham has several very good Irish subjects. 
No. 184, ‘ The Fisherman’s Home,’ is the largest and most carefully 
finished: the whole of the family appear equally interested in 
‘‘ Dermot’s return.” The composition is skilfully arranged and well 
finished: the reflected light on the female is particularly good. 
Another sweet little picture by the same artist, No. 247, ‘ Making 
Nets,’ represents a good-looking Irish girl at her work; but her 
mind is not in it. A sturdy-looking young Paddy is evidently 
bothering her with his blarney. : 

Mr. Fripp also has many subjects illustrative of Irish life— 
several of great merit. : . ; 

Mr. Oakley and Mr. Hunt are, as usual, clever in their rustic 
figure subjects, and the latter, in addition, exhibits some truly 
beautiful flower-pieces. t 

In the landscape department this exhibition is very rich. Mr. 
Copley Fielding has a greater variety than usual, and some ex- 
tremely fine. Mr. P. De Wint has also many good specimens of his 
peculiar style; and Mr. C. Bentley has several that show a marked 
improvement on former works; his effects are generally broad, and 
the colouring rich and powerful. Mr. Cox is a large contributor, 
but his present works are not equal to his former efforts. Mr. 
George Fripp exhibits many charming studies from nature; and 
Mr. T. M. Richardson, Mr. Gastineau, Mr. Callow, and others, 
have many clever subjects. 

Besides the exquisitely-finished flower-pieces of Hunt, there are 
some very attractive subjects of the same kind by Maria Hai- 
rison, and some good Fruit subjects by V. Bartholomew and 
Rosenberg.

Works or Art, By M. Erex.—This gentleman, who 
has considerable celebrity, as a sculptor, at Paris, having adorned 
some of the public monuments in that city, has taken a room in 
Old Bond-street for the exhibition of his works. The best sculp- 
tural pieces in his collection are a‘ Roman Girl,’ and a group of 
‘Hero and Leander.’ The merit of these works consists in a depar- 
ture from modern conventions, and a strong feeling for actual 
nature. The ‘Roman Girl’ is not an idealized nymph, while 
‘Leander’ is more like a burly athlete than the elegant youth of 
poetical dreams ; and hence, at the first glance, these productions 
will strike the spectator as somewhat uncouth. But, on a close 
inspection, it is impossible not to admire the original spirit in which 
they are conceived, the command over the large curves of the body, 
and the real solidity of the composition. Occasionally M. Etex has 
allowed a love of the eccentric to carry him a littie too far. The 
‘Roman Girl’ is made of the hard marble called ‘ Cristollano,”’ on 
purpose that the artist may show power over a stubborn material; 
unfortunately the block is strongly veined, so that the triumph is 
attained at too dear a cost. In a bas-relief, representing ‘ The 
Medici Family,’ he has attempted foreshortenings that more pro- 
perly belong to painting. The pictures must be chiefly regarded as 
sculptural studies, and are in the severe and hard manner of the 
David school ; but even here we can perceive the energy of the 
artist in devising new forms and attitudes, and a boldness which 


constantly tempts him into forced positions. A collection of busts, 
chiefly representing eminent French characters of the present day, 
is not the least interesting part of the collection. In these, expres- 
sion is the predominating quality. 


Tue St. Grorcr’s GALLERY.—A sale-exhibition, under 
this title, has been opened by Mr. Cundall, in Old Bond-street. 
Besides Felix Summerly’s art-manufactures (of which Mr. Cundall 
is the publisher), a selection of bronzes, wood-carvings, Parian sta- 
tuettes, engravings, illustrated books, and a collection of useful 
articles to which the arts have been applied, are cleverly arranged 
in the different departments of the gallery. 


TABLE TALK, 


We learn from the Atheneum that the Stowe manuscripts 
have been bought by Lord Ashburnham, for the sum of £8000. 


To-day the first exhibition of the Horticultural Society at 
Chiswick takes place. The Earl of Rosse’s second soirée to the 
members of the Royal Society at Somerset-house is given this 
evening. 


The sawyers of her Majesty’s Dockyard, Portsmouth, in 
slitting down an elm-tree of large magnitude, found in a cavity in 
the heart of the tree a most perfect bees’ nest, with four divisions 
of comb, in length about fourteen inches, with the bees in their 
cells, and otherwise, Perna the queen bee, in the most perfect 
condition; above and below the nest the heart of the stick was 
perfectly sound, as was also the timber surrounding the nest; no 
hole was discoverable in any part, the timber being perfectly solid 
all round. 


In the Moncalm Gallery, now on exhibition at Messrs. 
Christie’s, ‘The Adoration of the Shepherds,’ by Philip de Cham- 
pagne, is a beautiful picture. The figures which surround the 
Virgin and Infant are powerfully drawn and admirably treated. 
The breadth and brilliancy of the colour, and the combined boldness 
and delicacy of the shadowing, fill the spectator with admiration; but 
even more intensely is he impressed by the deep feeling which the 
figures express. The image of the old man kneeling before the 
child is wonderfully characterized, and seems to be the embodiment 
of sacred adoration. 


The King of Wirtemberg has at last yielded to the tears 
and supplications of his Queen (after having long held out against 
his ministers, his legislature, and his people in general), and has 
fully and without any reservation acknowledged the validity of the 
constitution agreed to in Frankfort. How very much better the 
tears and supplications might have been employed! 


The committee of the National Club, in reference to the 
Criminal Law Consolidation Bill, protest against an attempt surrep- 
titiously to settle so grave a question by introducing an important 
point of ecclesiastical law, involving the most delicate relations of 
the church with the state, into one of the numerous clauses of a 
bill for the classification and punishment of criminal offences; a 
bill, the title of which would not lead the most suspicious mind to 
imagine that it was likely to contain an enactment interfering with 
the rights and duties of the episcopal office. 


Jenny Lind’s final scene in “ Lucia,” in which she appears 
distraught, is as original (we agree with a contemporary) as it is 
touching in pathos. ‘To analyze its fidelity to nature, or rehearse 
its unrivalled excellence, would occupy more space than we can 
well spare; but we may say that, as an example of highly-wrought 
art, painfully true to nature, it will bear comparison with the 
grandest efforts of Edmund Kean or Rachel. 


In addressing the King of Prussia on the subject of the 
gratuitous Emperorship, the Frankfort Minister used at first all 
those obvious arguments which might find place in a public address, 
such as that the greatness and happiness of Germany depended on 
Prussia being at the head of the empire, and so forth. The King 
then answered :—‘ If I were a Frederic II., I would accept; but 
this is not my character. I feel that I am not made for playing 
such a part; I have no inner call towards it; it goes against my 
grain and nature, and I have a notion that every man should act in 
harmony with his character, and that, by embracing a sphere of 
action for which he is not by nature fashioned and composed, a 
man contradicts his destiny, and nothing which is undertaken can 
prosper. He will draw a curse upon himself and upon all who 
depend upon him!” 


So much has been said about the motives which induced 
Jenny Lind to determine to retire from the stage that the following, 
from a correspondent of the Spectator, will possibly interest the 
musical reader:—‘‘ The history of Jenny Lind’s scruples against 
appearing on the stage, and of a certain eminent ecclesiastic’s 
connection with her supposed aversion to her former occupation, 
would appear to partake entirely of that unsubstantial character 
ycleped a myth. Stripped of its artificial trappings, the simple, 
comprehensible truth is, that Mlle. Lind formed the resolution to 
withdraw from the lyric stage so long ago as last summer; although 
in the interest of the manager of her Majesty’s Theatre, she forbore 
to publish that resolution for several months. The motive for its 
adoption was her desire for an interval of repose, which had been 
altogether unattainable during her nine years’ arduous theatrical 
labours.” 


There is but one suit in the pack of Californian delights 
(says the Times). Spades are trumps, They dig and wash, wash 
and dig, aud dig again. No slave-drivers of Cuba ever conceived 
such an amount of work to be realizable from human instruments 
as is here performed, where every man is his own taskmaster. 
There is no Sabbath, though one party of diggers, less abandoned 
than the others, devised a kind of compromise between their 
profession and their duties, and spent the first day of the week at 
home “in blowing away the emery from the gold, and making bags 
of cowhide.” Provisions have found their way to the colony in 
tolerable abundance; but sickness—a serious calamity where a 
doctor’s visit costs six ounces of gold, and advice another ounce— 
was prostrating great numbers of the diggers.

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THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The surprise of William on being informed of the coronation of 
Harold was as unbounded as it was unexpected. The peculiar 
sanctity of the relics upon which this English chief had vowed 
fidelity would, in the opinion of William, have kept the most 
faithless true to his oath; and then to find that what would 
have been binding upon most men was utterly disregarded by 
him who ought to have felt, above all others, the awful 
solemnity of his oath, excited an amazement of which the 
people of that age alone could feel the full depth. Wace 
gives the following account of his reception of the news :— 

‘* The duke was in his park at Rouen. He held in his hand 
a bow, which he had strung and bent; and he had given 
it into the hands of a page, for he was going forth to the 
chase, and had with him many knights, and pages, and 
esquires; when, behold! at the gate appeared a sergeant, who 
came journeying from England, and went straight to the duke 
and saluted him, and drew him on one side, and told him 
privily that King Edward was dead, and that Harold was 
raised to be King. 

“‘ When the duke had listened to him and learnt all the truth, 
how that Edward was dead, and Harold was made King, he 
became as a man enraged, and left the craft of the woods. Oft 
he tied his mantle, and oft he untied it again; and spoke to no 
man, neither dared any man speak to him. Then he crossed 
the Seine in his boat, and came to his hall and entered therein ; 
and sat down at the end of a bench, shifting his place from 
time to time, covering his face with his mantle, and resting 
his’head against a pillar. Thus he remained long in deep 
thought, for no one dared speak to him; but many asked, 
aside, ‘ What ails the duke? why makes,he such bad cheer?” 
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Then, behold, in came his seneschal, who rode from the park 
on horseback ; and he passed close by the duke, humming a 
tune as he went along the hall; and many came round him, 
asking how it came to pass that the duke was in such a plight. 
And he said to them, ‘ Ye will hear news, but press not for 
it out of season; news will always spread some time or 
another, and he who gets it not fresh, has it old.’ 

Then the duke raised himself up, and the seneschal said to 
him, ‘ Sire, sire, why do you conceal the news you have 
heard? If men hear it not at one time they will at another ; 
concealment will do you no good, nor will the telling of it do 
harm, What you keep so close is, by this time, known all 
over the city; for men go through the streets telling, and all 
know, both great and small, that King Edward is dead, and 
that Harold is become King*‘in his stead, and possesses the 
realm.’ 

““¢That is, indeed, the cause of my sorrow,’ said the duke ; 

‘but I know no help for it. I sorrow for Edward and for 
his death, and for the wrong that Harold hasdoneme. He has 
wronged me in taking the kingdom that was granted and pro- 
mised me, as he himself has sworn.’ To these words Fitz- 
Osber, the Bold of Heart, replied, ‘ Sire, do not vex yourself, 
but bestir yourself for your redress; that you may be revenged 
on Harold, who hath been so disloyal to you. If your courage 
fail not, the land shall not abide with him. Call together all 
that you can call; cross the sea and take the kingdom from 
him. A bold man should begin nothing unless to pursue it to 
the end; what he begins he should carry through, or abandon 
it without more ado.’ 
_ “These words of Osber decided the conduct of William : he 
instantly sent to Harold, requiring him, as his sworn liegeman, 
to surrender the crown, and perform the engagements which 
he had made.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 


ON 
FASHION AND DRESS, 


Some of the newest ball dresses are com- 
posed of tulle over satin, the tulle skirt con- 
sisting of two or three jupes. Several ball 
dresses of white tulle over white satin have been 
trimmed with a great number of small flounces. 
We have seen a very elegant dress of pink 
tulle over pink satin, trimmed with bouillon- 
nées of tulle intermingled with quillings or 
bows of ribbon. The berthes worn with all 
these dresses present some novelty in form. 
They are deep at the back, and sloped rather 
shallow on the shoulders, and from thence 
continued of the same width to the front, 
Damask silk, pink, blue, white, &c., and 
embroidered taffety, have this season been 
introduced in great variety for evening dresses. 

Wreaths of flowers are the ornaments most 
generally worn in the hair in evening costume, 
The designs given in our illustrations this day 
represent the most fashionable style of wreaths. 
We may also mention a wreath which has 
found favour among the fashionables of Paris, 
by whoin it has been worn at some of the gay 
balls recently given in that capital. It is called 
the ‘‘Ophelia,’” and is composed entirely of 
wild flowers, which are arranged in a fantastic 
and irregular style, as if intertwined by Shak- 
spere’s gentle heroine in her flights of mental 
wandering. Other wreaths, which likewise 
enjoy some degree of fashionable favour, are 
composed of foliage intermingled with pendent 
bunches of fruit, as grapes and currants; even 
cherries and strawberries are sometimes seen 
in a lady’s coiffure. Ribbon, embroidered in 
gold and silver, and intermingled with pearls, 
is also worn in the hair. This ribbon should 
Fig, 2. be made up in full bows, which are worn at 
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fach side of the head, in the style of the bouquets 
attached to the wreaths just mentioned. 

Parasols.—The recent favourable change of weather 
has brought parasols into general use. They are seen 
in all colours, from plain green and brown, to’the most 
showy shades of pink, blue, &c. Some are of plain, 
others of figuréd, silk, or figured only at the borders, 
The more ornamental parasols, suited to the carriage- 
drive, are trimmed with deep fringe, or covered with 
guipure. We have seen one of the latter description, 
just imported from Paris, It was entirely covered with 
rich guipure, which extended beyond the edge of the 
parasol sufficiently to form an awning. For walking, 
plain parasols of rather large size are preferred ; but 
for the carriage those of somewhat smaller dimensions 
are found most convenient. The Marquise parasol 
furnished with a hinge for turning the top on one side, 
and with a folding stick, is peculiarly convenient for 
the carriage.

At Lambeth, 7. Sutton, a young fellow of twenty-one years of age, was 
placed at the bar, on a charge of absconding with three sovereigns, the 
moneys of his employer.—Mr. Thomas Marwood, a coal-dealer in the Wal- 
worth-road, deposed that he gave the prisoner, who had heen in his service 
for about a month, three sovereigns to take to the office of Messrs. Davis 
and Pegg, coal-merchants, of Old Barge-whart, to pay for three tons of coals, 
and from that time to the present he had not seen him, nor had he paid the 
money as he had been directed,—The prisoner, in reply to the charge, said 
that, after the trial and condemnation of Rush, he conceived the most in- 
tense desire to see him hung; and, immediately after his master gave him 
the money, the thought occurred to him of gratifying his wish.
